With ten representatives in congress, the 
gtate is entitled to ten cadets at West Point 
and ten midshipmen at Annapolis, The several 
congressmen have the right to appoint from 
their districts two young fellows, one for West 
Point and onefor Anapolis. The congressmen 
can appoint directly as they see fit, or they can 
allow the applicants to stand a competitive ex- 
amination, the lucky one getting the appoint 
ment. Some times the different plans are 
selected, and from interviews with some of the 
older members. here, I have discovered that 
one is abofit as good as the other, neither way 
being satisfactory. 

fihe appointment is made direct, why the 
congressman runs. the chance of of- 
fending som¢é influential people whose 
boys were passed by: Ii a competitive exami- 
pation takes place,.why the lucky applicant 
may be in very many respects an undesirable 
representative, so in either case, the congress- 
man is wetween thé devil“and the deep sea.

Such severe tests are prescribed, Such 
strict scrutiny is given, that very few young 
men gsucced in passing. The slightest defect

The whole system is such as to conclusively 
show that the government, if it is responsible, 
does not want any more army or navy oflicers.

COAL TRAINS SIDE-TRACKED. 


Passenger Traffic Not Affected by the Read- 
ing Strike. 


READING, Pa,, December 24.—Up to noon 
today the passenger trafiic on the Philadelphia 
and Reading railroad has not been affected b 
the strike at Port Richmong, all passenge 
trains moving on time. In consequence of the 
strike at that place, however, all coal and 
freight trains betweeu Reading and Philadel- 

hia-have been side-tracked. Not acoal train 

as passed through Reading for Fort Rich- 
mond since midnight, shipments of coal be- 
ing made to local points only. 

PHILADELPHIA, December 24.—The first 
convention of the new district assembly of the 
Reading railway employes, was held here this 
afternoon. The meeting has been hurriedly 
called, to consider the troubles which have 
arisen among the coal handlers at Port Rich- 
mond and (Elizabethport, during the dast few 
days. About seventy-five delegates were in 
attendance, representing every branch of em- 
ployes of the road, from coal handlers to 
miners, and including all classes of trainmen. 
It was after three o'clock when the convention 
“was called'to order, and after four hours of 
deliberation, an order was issued for a general 
strike on aljl the lines operated by the Reading 
company with the exception of those in the 
passenger service, the order to include all em- 
ployés at the company’s mines. 


DEALING IN DECORATIONS.

Paris, December 24.—Inquiry has shown 
that a blacking manufacturer bought a decora- 
tion of the Legion of Honor for 60,000 francs, 
and that M. Wilson and his accomplices shared 
the spoils.

AN EDITOR SHOT DOWNIN THE STREET 


Mr. Joseph Banks Kills Mr. Littleton for 
Publishing an Article Attacking 
His Character—Other Crimes. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., December 24.—[Spe- 
cial.}—Intense excitement has prevailed here 
to-day over the fatal shooting of John J. Lit- 
tleton by Joseph R. Banks, both leading re- 
publicans of the state. Trouble has been 
looked for some days, as the National Keview 
—Littleton’s. paper—of December 17, con- 
tained an offensive allusion to Banks. There 
was consequently little surprise, but great ex- 
citement, when about 10 o'clock the report 
came that Littleton had been shot. Soon 
hundreds of people were’ making their way 
to the scene. 

As gathered from eye-witnesses, the facts 
appear to be about these: Mr. Littleton was 
coming from his home, on High street towards 
his office, and had got as far as the door of 
Howard Sebray, in Watkins institute, when 
he was halloed gt from across the street, and 
at about the same time, the man who called 

FIRED FROM THE STEPS 
of a little brick hotse across the street. An- 
other shot followed quickly, Mr. Littleton 
falling and erying “‘Oh, Lord!” several times. 
Mr. Littleton was walking along with his 
hands in his overcoat pockets, and as he fell 
he drew his revolver, or it dropped from his 
pocket. Some witnesses declare that he fired 
once at Banks, but others affirm that he did 
not shoot at all. As Littleton fell, Banks 
stepped inside the door, got another double- 
barreled shot gun and fired twice more. Lit- 
tleton staggered to his feet and caliing out, 
“Oh, you coward!’’ started back to his home. 

Mr. Daniel Ryan came to his assistance and 
helped him to the gate. Littleton’s strength 
almost failed him when he came to the house, 
and he'\ nearly sank. The physicians and 
Father Delaney, of the Catholic church, were 
sent for. Mr. Littleton made his profession of 
the Catholic faith and was baptized by Father 
Delaney. 

As soon es the shooting was over, Banks 
walked rapidly down to Cumberland alley, got 
into a buggy and drove to the jail, where he 
surrendered himself. On his way to the jail, 
he called Allen Hall, who was ing, and he 
accompanied him tothe jail. Officer Hanley 
happened to come up at the jail and Banks 
surrendered to him. In the meantime an im- 
mense crowd had gathered about Littleton’s 
home and the scene of the shootings The 
house from which the shooting was done is an 
old brick baiiging, with two rooms above and 
two below, one of the lower rooms being occu- 

ied as a shoe shop. In the adjoining room 

anks had awaited Littleton’s appearance 
since about four o’clock this morning. After 
a consultation Drs. W. L. Nichols, W. T. 
Briggs and C. L. Eve decided that the wounds 
were fatal, and that

shoulé be taken. Justice Mackenzie was 
summoned and Dr, Nichols said: 

“Mr. Littleton: Dr. Briggs and I consider 
your wounds fatal, and I suppose you think 
you will not recover.’’ 

Mr. Littleton said in a firm voice: “Yes, sir; 
I know that I am badly hurt.” 

He then camly made his statement, which 
was as follows: 

“T was walking up the street toward my 
office, and suddenly I heard a shot fired from 
behind me. Quick as thought, I felt a shock. 
That shot felled me to the ground and sud- 
denly I-realized that I had been wounded, and 
everybody said he would shoot me in the 
back. I was on the ground. I raised my 
head. I hada revolver, having been previously 
warned of the danger. My arm was filled 


with shot 50 that I could not 
use it. The suddenness of the 
shock caused me to fall. I looked 


and saw a man standing in the door, on the 
upper side of the street with a gun sighted at 
me.~ That man was Joe Banks. Isaid: *That 
is enough; don’t fire again.’ He fired two 
more loads into my legs that shocked me. He 
shot me twice in the legs. My recollection is 
that 
FIVE SHOTS WERE FIRED. 

I raised up and saw Joe Banks. He broke 
and ran. I said ’watch the coward run from 
a dead man.’ He ran around John Crock- 
rell’s house with asmoking gun in his hand. 
I got up and came down the street, and meet- 
ing a gentleman asked him to assist me home. 
Then I eried, ‘Oh my wife and child.’ He 
gave me no warning. He fired twice while I 
was on the ground. I did not use my revolver. 
I did not have time to get it out.” . 

Justice MacKenzie then asked: ‘Mr. Lit- 
tleton, you make this statement, believing you 
are going to die.” 

Mr. Littleton replied:

Mr. Littleton then sent fOr his wife and gave 
her directions for closing up his business mat- 
ters, being very safely poised throughout. 

Banks was seen in jail but declined to be 
interviewed. He, however, denied shooting 
withont warning, and said there were five shots, 
four by himself.and one from Littleton. Each 
of the four barrels he f/fired contained sixteen 
buckshot. Of these perhaps forty entered 
Littleton’s body. The 9a Som pew pronounce 
Littleton’s wounds fatal beyond a doubt. 

joth the men are prominent republicans, 
but belong to different sections of the party. 
In the recent municipal election Littleton was 
the republican nominee for mayor, but was 
bitterly opposed by the faction to which Banks 
belonged, and, although an independent dem- 
ocrat drew largely from the democratic nomi- 
nee’s vote, Littleton was defeated. In the 
following issue of his paper—that of December 
17—he published a long article containing se- 
vere personal reflections upon some of the re- 
publicans who took an active part in the anti- 
Sercheval movement. In that article T. A. 
Kercheval, Frank T. Reid, J. R. Banks and 
E. T. Gregory were especially mentioned, but 
the severest animadversion personal re- 
flection were made upon -Kercheval and 
Banks. The reference to Mr. Banks was as

The True Story of a very Ro- 
mantic Career. 


A GEORGIAN’S RELIGIOUS VOCATION 


“aie Goes to Far Off China as a Missionary,” 


Wins People Over to Christ, and 
is Greatly Honored. 


The presence of Rev. Young J. Allen, D. dD, 
LL.D., in America, calls to mind again the 
sincular and interesting events of his wonder 
ful life. He was rearrd jin Meriwether coun- 

Georgia, by his uncle and guardian, Mr. 
Wyley Hutchens. His uncle, Wyley Hutch- 
ens, was a rich Georgia planter, a member of 
the Hardshell Baptist church. He was illiter- 
ate, bat a man of strong common sense. He 
raised more corn and more fat hogs, and had 
more fine mules and big barns than almost any 
farmer in Meriwether county, His home 
looked like a little country town. Negro 
houses,"barns, kitchens,jeorn cribs, and all 
houses about his premises were painted white. 
Jt was a delightful country home. 

At this place young Allen was brought up. 
It is a tradition among the people in the com- 
munity, that Allen was a regular bad boy with 
all the} tastes and tendencies of a boy 
yeared under such influences, It is said 
that he used to attend services at 
Procpect Methodist church, and after service, 
without taking time to pass through the door, 
would jump out of the window and, with his 
compapion’s hunt coons for the rest of the 
night. He was sent by his uncle to Emory 
pallens in 184. - There he was converted, and 
contrary to his training, united with the 
Methodist church. Scon after his conver- 
sion he was impressed with the fact 
that he ought to.preach the gospel. He was 
fmpressed alsoabout the same time that he 
ought to go as a missionary to China. So he 
completed the course of study prescribed in 
the curriculum of Emory college, with the un- 
derstanding with himself that his life was to 

spent in China. 

This itself was evidence that his was a .sin- 


gular spirit. He was nota poor boy, he was 
rich. He was left a fortune 
by his parents. This fortune 


was regulated and controlled by his uncle, a 
Hardshell Baptist, a member of an anti-mis- 
sionary church. Then it must be remembered, 
too, that at this time the Methodist church, 
had not waked up to the duty of sending the 

ospel to the heathen, as it has since done. In 

is missionary convictions Allen had but little 
sympathy from the church with 
which he had connected himself, 
and none at all from his relatives. They had 
no idea of life higher than owning a big plan- 
tation and growing corn and potatoes and 
mules. In their opinicn for Allen to sell his 
negroes and plantation and give up the large 
corn and mule prospects ahead of him, was 


wild and _ visionary. And _ to turn 
away from such an _ outlook on 
growing corn and coming = material 


prosperity, for the sake of going as a mission- 
ary to China, was a mild form of idiocy. But, 
in spite of the opposition of relatives and the 
meagre sympathy in his enterprise on the part 
of his church, Allen remained true to his pur- 
pose. He did not propose, however, to go to 
China alone. He thought it properto carry 
with him a wife to share his labors and 
his sorrows. His heart had _ already 
been won §by a beautiful young woman in 
Graniteville, Ga., Miss Mary Huston. That 
Miss Huston might the better feel the respon- 
sible position of the wife of a missionary in 
foreign lands, he pursuaded her to complete 
her course in Wesleyan Female college. So 
Miss Huston and young Allen mantuated. 
the one at Wesleyan Female 
and the other at Emory college. 

In 1858 this young couple married. He then. 
gold to Mr. Park Arnold, of Coweta county, 
his thirty-five negroes, and his plantation to 
somebody else. The money he put into rail- 
road stocks. 

In 1859 he, with his fair young wife, bid 
farewell to relatives and friends in America, 
and, with his Bible and his convictions, started 
or China. During the war, connection with 

is own country and people was cut off. He 
had therefore to make his own living. He 
succeeded in getting a position in 
the service of the government, which in- 
sured him a good salary. This gave hima 
good opportunity also, to impress upon this 
strange, conservative people, his life as a 
Christian. He won favor with the heathen. 
He was consulted by diplomats and leaders of 


thought and opinion among them. As a 
testimony of the esteem in which 
he was held, the title of man- 
darin was conferred on him. Thus like 
Joseph of old this young Georgia boy came _ to 
sand before kings and the great men of the 
earth. Employedin the publishing depart- 


ment of the Chinese empire, he had the op- 
portunity of translating into the Chinese lan- 
guages for the higher classes, much 
of our science and literature. 
He wrote books on the importance of intro- 
ducing railroads and telegraphs into China. 
One point he made on this subject was that 
the age nego must build railroads and tele- 


graphs for its own protection. Heo told 
them that’ Russia lay alongside China 
for three thousand miles. That in case 


of a war with that great empire Russia. with 
her railroads, etc., would have all the advant- 
ages. He said if the authorities at St. Peters- 
burg determined upon a war with China, that 
the news of the fact could in a few hours be 
wired over the empire, and then by her railroads 
she could jtransport soldiers to the Chinese 
borders in a few days. China, however, would 
take twenty days to gct the news of Russia’s 
intentions to Pekin,then, for want of railroads, 
she could not get soldiers tothe borders in less 
than three or four months. 

Thus by writing and circulating his views 
@mong the officials of China, he has prepared 
the way for the introduction of Christian civis 
lization into that great empire. He says that 
railroads in China will carry with them shop- 
and factories and all kinds of machinery. These 
things run counter to all the pre-conceived 
Opinions and ideas of the people. They will 
do more in one year to break down the Con- 
fucian orthodoxy, and the dogmas that stand 
in the way of the Christian religion, than all 
that singing hymns and spreading tracts 
‘ould do in five hundred years, 

r. Allen dces not think that steam engines 
and labor-saving machinchinery will redeem 
the Chidese. But these things, which have 
been the outgrowths of Christian civilization 
wili prepare the way for the truth which is to 


sedeem them. The science, and _litera- 
ture, and inventions, and discoveries, 
and arts of Christian nations, 


are the secular and material$fruits of Christian- 
ity. The Chinese can see and appreciate the 
fruits before they can appreciate the gospel 
from whieh they have grown. The fruits are 
tangible and practical, appealing to the eve 
and the senses. When these are introduced into 
the empire, then away goes Confacius and the 
childish classics upon which they have fed and 
nourished their conceit for thousands of years. 

There have been narrow and stupid people 
who have not been in sympathy with Dr. Al- 
Jen’s methods for evangelizing the Chi- 
nese. ‘These have been in his way. 
The bishop, however, and leaders of thought 
in his church on this side the sea, have been 
thoroughly convinced of the wisdom of his 


methods. And when the masses of the 
Southern Methodist church come to 
wunderstand what he i doing and 
proposes to do, they will rally 


t© him as they have never khefore. He is not 
posed to preaching the gospel to the heathen, 


tional and hospital work.

I have no defense of the McCoys to make, 
but Ido not wanttosit idle in the editorial chair 
and see Canton misfepresented, and have the idea 
spread abroad that she is so lost to her duty as to 
ailow a “boisterous” gathering here in broad open 
daylight to rescue any one from jail, especially a 
man charged only with small offenses, I find, from 
interviews with our citizens—those in @ position to 
know—that the article in the Advance is true in 
toto,and that they were surprised to see what 
Captain Nelms said in THE. CONSTITUTION. 
Captain Nelms seems to be prejudiced against the 
McCoys, and bas all along took a prejudicial view 
of their acts and doings. The M:C>ys have lived 
in this county a long time and none of Jim’s 
brothers have ever been ind’¢ ed in the courts of 
thiscounty. They msy be bad men, orthey may 
not, Ido not know. T .e records of the courts show 
them to be law-abidiny citizens, 

Now, as to who has “perverted the facts.” Let 
us S0e. 

About 4 0’clock Monday evening the brothers of 
Jim MeCoy, with three cr four of their neighbors 
and responsible citizens of this county, came 
to Canton for the purpose of making the $000 bond 
required ty the state for their brother, Jim McCay, 
who had been confined in jail forthe past 23 months, 
They came-here direct from Walke county, it being 
as soon as they could come by private conveyance. 
Shortly aftér arriving they went to Sheriff Kitchen 
to ascertain if he had a United [States warrant for 
Jim. The sherifftold him he had just received a 
teleyram from Captain Nelms asking him io bold 
Jim until he came on the five o’clock train. John 
McCoy then remarked: “I wish to the Lord Cap- 
tain Nelms would come.” They then deferred mak- 
ingj the bond until Captain Nelms came, and 
jixed the amount of the bondin the United States 
case. They feared if they made the state bonds 
they could not meke the United States bond, and 
Jim would then be carried to Atlanta. They pre- 
ferred for Jim to stay in the Cherokee jail. The 
brothers remained in town until about eight o'clock. 
but lam unable to find anyone who saw them 
“boisterous,’’ or heard them make any ‘‘threats’’ 
against Captain Nelms or any one else. They were 
in the office of James L. Jordan, clerk’ superior 
court, and he says they were very quiet, and not at 
all boisterous or threatening. They made Wiley & 
Edwards’ store kind of headquarters, and they say 
the McCoys were not otherwise than peaceable, and 
in ine humor over the acquittal of their brother. 

They saw Captain Newman, and had him to 

romise to see Captain Nelms about the bond in the 

Tnited States case. Captain Newman says he went 
to the hotel to see Captain Nelms, but was told he 
was not there. He aiterwards learned that he was 
at Colonel Kellogg’s, but, for some reason, he did 
not gothere. The McCoys were -eable, quiet 
and undemonstrative during the whole evening. 

Now, a3 to Captain Nelms’s actions. When he ar- 
rived on the 5 o'clock train he was met by his 
deputy, T. W. Kellogg, who, perhaps, knowing that 
Captain Nelms ha reviously said that he 
thought the McCoys burned his resinence near 
Smyrna some time ago and that the McCoys knew 
of this, thought it best he should meet him and ac- 
quaint him with the fact that they (McCoys) were 
in town, and that John had said he w'shed Captain 
Nelms would come. Mr. Kellogg did not know 
what McCoy meant, nor how the McCoys had been 
deporting themselves during the evening, as he had 
been closely confined in the postoffice. In fact, Mr. 
Kellogg was averse to an interview concerning what 
he told Captain Ne!ms, 


t the jail. Japtain Nelms 
asked him if he did not thin it 
would be best for him (Nelms and 


Kellogg to sleep in the jail that night, Sheriff Kitch- 
en replied: ‘I do not apprchéna any danger, what- 
ever, nor think it necessary, but it may be best, as I 
don’t know what may turn uy. If you and Tru- 
man want to come, I have an extra bed, and would 
be glad to haye yon.” Sheriff Kitchen said to us, 
after reading what Captain Nelms saysin today’s 
CONSTITUTION, if Captain Nelms thinks I apprehend- 
ed any danger, whatever, he is mistaken, for I did 
not, nordol now. Ishould not have thought of 
Captain Nelms sleeping here if he had not mention- 
ed it himself, 

Sheriff Kitchen and Mr. Weatherby called -at 
Colonel Kellogg’s and went with Chptain Nelms to 
the Masonic lodge, and then Mr. Kitchen went 
home and went to bed. Captain Nelms stayed at 
the lodge until about 12 o’clock and then wént to 
the jail with Colonel! George R. Brown and Mr, Ad- 
dington. Mr. Addington stayed there that night. 
Mr. Kellozg went to tlre jail and went to bed about 
eight o’ clock and slept soundly, so Sheriff Kitchen 
says. Captain Nelms came in about 12 0’clock. 
Both slept down stairs, and I do not suppose ‘a 
wave of trouble rolled across their peacerul breast.”’ 
Now these are the facts, and the ariicle in the 
Advance is correct. There was absolutely nothing 
for Capitan Nelms to found any fearsupon, Cap- 
tain Nelms is a fine officer and a gentleman for 
whom I have creat respect, but surely he has let his 
prejudices against the McCoys get ahead of his bet- 
ter sense and judgment, and to such an extent as to 
do Canton an injustice. 

As to who has perverted the facts, Iam willing to 
leave it with any unprejudie:d, unbiased gentle- 
man.

“THROUGH CAROLINA, 


How Coon Allen Didn't Get His Bocakfast.

Writtea for The Constitution, 
We left Augusta rather precipitately, for the 
reason that old Sherman and his troops were 
anxious to look at the town themselves, and 
very decidedly objected to our remaining there 
more than a few hours, 
Taking the cars we arrived at Midway (I be- 
lieve they called it) after dark. It was raining, 
of course, and the Edisto river at this point 
had risen and overflown its banks until it was 
perhaps half a mile wide. ’ 
Here the fun commenced. Al) old soldiers 
remember what dead loads of fun were lying 
around loose during the war! It was so plen- 
tiful that it was frequently necessary to kick it 
out of your way as you would a “shinny”’ ball.

A hungry soldier and a mad one at one and the 
same time was an unknown quantity. I don’t 
remember ever seeing such a combination! 

A soldier never lost his temper, because it 
was abont all he had, and he couldn’t afford to 
lose it. And if he suffered himself to get mad, 
there was no method in it, for nobody cared 
for it. You might inform a respectable briga- 
dier that one of his men had gone to roost in 9 
bad humor, and I am doubtful if the informa- 
tion would cause him to lose an hour’s sleep.

Sense of Smell in Dogs. 

Mr. George J. Romanes has communicated 
to the Linnean society the results of a series of ex- 
periments, made by him, to test the strength and 
acuteness of the sense of smell in dogs. The paper 
is rey rinted in Nature, and will be found of interest 
and yalue, He cites the case of a terrier, who could 
not be thrown off his muster’s track upon the pave. 
mentof Regent’s parx, although this track was 
crossed and recrossed by hundreds of fresher ones, 
and by thousands that were not so fresh. To make 
a test with a setter, the master had his men in In- 
dian file, and the gamekeeper brought up the rear 
ofthe line. Each man placed his fect in the foot- 
prints of his predecessor. 

The master’s scent was most overlaid, that of -the 
g: m:keeper was freshest. When they had gone 
200 yards the master turned to the right, followed 
by five of the men, the other six turned to the left, 
keeping their usual order. The setter followed the 
common track with such c@zerness as to over- 
shoot the point of divergence, but quickly regain- 
ing this point chose at once the track to the right. 
The master and a stranger to the dog exchangod 
boots, and then went different ways. The setter fol- 
lowed its master’s boots, and found the stranger. 
When the master and stranger walked the park 
with bare feet, the setter followed its master’s trail,

Al- 
though the odor of the anise seed was so strong as to 
be perceived by a fri.n ian hour after the trail was 
made, the dog followed the track of its master, thus 
disguised, with usual speed, after haying examined 
the first three or four steps carefully. 
Other experimenig tested the power of scent 
through the air. The master walked down a tram 
pled field, by a zigzag course, for a quarter ofa mile 
then turned to one side, got overa stone wall, and 
walked back toward the house. The stone wall was 
breast high and about 100 yards to the windward of 
his course down the field. The dog taking the t-ail

If the corns 
make their appearance betwesn the toes, weta 
piece of tissue paper with the kerosene and put this 
betwe@u the toes over the corns, Keep it there all 
day while the feet are dressed and renew it night 
and morning. If the corns are young they will 
speedily vanish, Those of long standing will finally 
succumb, Take the substance which sticks to the 
side of a soft soap barrel afier the soapis used and 
mix with pulverized white chalk to the consistency 
ofasalve. Apply every twelve hours in a rag until 
the corn is removed. It will cure every case of 
corns in six days.

Since then at irregular intervals he has re- 
ceived other letters, all couched .in endearing 
language, but making no attemptto explain 
the mystery. One came from Concordia, 
Kan., near which place he was located before 
coming to Nebraska.

He has been three times married, has buried each 
wifé and five children, and now seems to want to 
live only till he can once. more see his only son in 
the torrsts where he was born. He is afflicted with 
heart disease and realizes that he may die any mo- 
ment, but his fortitude never deserts him, and al- 
though suffering from a terrible wound reecived in 
battle forty-five years ago, and from other injuries 
which kept him in a hospitai four years, stripped in 
recent years of the small property he had acquired, 
he bears his misfortunes with the characteristic 
Indian stoicism. He is not slovenly or dissipated, 
as the p>pular mind pictures the Indian redeemed 
to partial civilization, but a fine looking, sober and 
remarkably intelligent man. Whena young man 
he went to California as a gold miner. 

One day a, heavily-leden wagon ran over his body, 
and he was confined for years toa hospital, His life 


» was despaired of, but the constant attention of an 


English physician who became interested in him fi- 
nally restored him to partial health. During his 
sickness. his kind nurse taught him to read and 
write, and for years he has read a great deal, as his 
conversation shows, When a mere lad he fought 
the Comancke Indians who depredated on the Texas 
border and served under Ben McCullough, who af- 
The Cherokec’s 
were the first Indians with whom the colonists be- 
came acquainted, and since the founding of James- 
town, Va., have been the most tractable of the Indi- 
ans, so that it was scarcely to be wondered at that 
this young son of the tribe, who had white blood 
in nis yéins, should have been found in allianee 
against the Comanche marauders. The first battle 
with them in which he took part was in 184, on the 
spot where San Antonio now stands, and fifteen red- 
skins bit the dust, At one time he fought under 
Robert E. Lee, who was then colonel of the Second 
United States dragoons. Lee was in pursuit of a 
band of Comanches who had committed serious 
depredations, and caught them on a tributary to the 
Colorado river. The@®ngagement was sharp and 
brief, Lee forcing the Indians to the hills and kill- 
ing over thirty, His force was sixty men, while the 
Indians outnumbered him ten toone. Wilson said 
to an American reporter that he remembered Lee 
distinctly, that he was even then, when a young 
man, remarkably self-possessed in battle and quick 
to execute plans, fearless and untiring, qualities 
which were four decades later signally displayed on 
many a battlefield. 

Wilson is ripe in Indian lure, and has evidently 
been a calm student of their history in reeent years, 
He remarked in illustration of the rapid disappear- 
ance of the Indian: ‘War, pestilence, and whisky 
are pursuing their deadly work with astonishing ef- 
fect. In 1843 there were 20.000 Comanches, the last 
censt’s shows only 2,500, In fifty yearsI do not be- 
lieve that there will be an organized Indian tribe in 
the country. The Apaches are about the only wild 
Indians, You can find the red-skins in all of the 
territories, but the tendency isto colleet in Indian 
terntory, or as we call it, the Four tribes. In 18:2, 
that region, then a part of the territory of Arkansas, 
was made the property of the Choctaw, Cherokee, 
Chickasaw and Creek Indians, and soit has re- 
mained.” . 

In deiense ot Mr, Cleveland, who has been charg 
ed with inconsiatency in removing stockdealers 
from the Arapahoe and Cheyenne reservations, and 
allowing the Kansas Stock company to continue to

Mr. Richard Malcolm Johnston, whose 
Georgian tales haye become deseavedly popular, 
was received with curiosity and heard with evident 
pleasure. Ido not vouch for the truth of it, but I 
have been told that Mr. Johnston is morbidly modest 
about these inimitable stor:es, and that it was with 
the greatest difficulty that his friends finally induced 
h‘m to give them to the world, Eyen nowit is said 
that he occasionally becomes pogssesced with the 
notion that they are mere trash and are making a 
langhing stock of him, and he insists on 
settling up with his publishers and having 
them recalled as fast as as pos 
siblé. The reception which an audience of such 
culture as the one he faced recently gave him ought 
to be enough to drive such notions out of his head if 
he hasthem. “The Early Majority of Mr. Thomas 
Watts” isthe work of exceptional talent. Its pic- 
tures are thoroughly funny, and the remarkable 
thing about this,’as about all his stories, is their del- 
icate setting. Tle presents the most amusing scenes 
in language that suggests the grace and beauty of 
Washington Irving. He has the pleasing faculty of 
presenting incidents familiar to everyone who looks 
back upon his own childhood in a avay that is irre 
gistibly comical. Mr. Johnston is a striking'y hanc- 
some man, and a typical southerner in appearance. 
Ee is tall and slender in figure. His hair is silver 
white, and alarge mustache of therame color 
adorns his face. His “long straight nose and slightly 
hullow cheeks are peculiar in their shape to the 
sunny south. 

Tt was a southern author, too, who immediately 
succeeded Mr. Johnston, and he also won the admi- 
ration of the audience. Mr, Thomas Nelson Page, 
of Virginia, is yeta young man, but he has shown 
himself capable of excellent work. He read the 
Christmas scene in ‘‘ ‘Unc’ Edinburgh's Drownd n,”’ 
and Mr. Page's dialect was, as it should haye been 
from a native Virginian, simply perfect. Tiere is as 
much difference between the dialect of Houston 
street andthat of asouthern ‘“Jimtown” as there is 
between the lingo of a street bratand that ofa Fifth 
avenne dude. To that poftion of his aulience which 
has never been south of Mason and -Pixon’s 
line, the perfect music of Mr, Page's dialect 
was 4 revelation. Northern people who de- 
rive what notions they have of the true negro 
tongue and character from minstrel shows and mu- 
latto cooks do the colorod race of the south a great 
injustice. Their voices are meliower than a Moor’s. 
Even in conversation it rises and falls like the 
music of afchant, and they often possess the noblest 
traits of character. Mr. Page’s hero told his simple 
tale of devotion to his dashing young master in a 
strain that touched every heart, and yet he brought 
out theamuring weakness ofthe negro with that 
fidelity to nature which distinguishes the genuine 
artist. Hie was warmly applauded, as he well de- 
served to be.

It has been stated that the Cherokee nation 
of Indians are thé wealtitest community on the 
continent, and in yiew of their being made neigh- 
bors to us by the extension of railroad lines intoand 
through their country, the following data concern- 
ing their numbers, sources of wealth, relative to the 
general government, local regulations, etc., which 
were obtained by a correspondent of the St. Louis 
Republica? who reééntly made a visit to the Chero- 
kee country, will be of especial interest tothe read- 
ers of the Star, The correspondent anys: 

The government of the Unitei Slates owés the 
Cherokee nation $2,700,000, and the government 
pays it 5 per cent annual interest. Besides 
this the Cherokee nation leases 6,000,000 
acres of land toa cattle syndicate, for which it re- 
celves $100,000 a year. In another year ft will re- 
ceive from this source not less than $250,000 yearly. 
wi” nar working in this nation nota eitizen 
pays ifty centsa month for the privilege, and the 
man who employes the ‘‘foreigner’’ without the per- 
mit will be fined $50. This is a tariff that the more 
progresseive and intelligent Cherokees are now 
kicking against, but it is maintained as a protection 
agdinst invasion from abtoad—not so much as to 
protect the home laborer as the home government. 
From the interest received from the United States, 
the rental of the Cherokee strip, the fines and li- 
cense fees, the expense of the Cherokee government 
is madeup.

Gow Gis Ferocious Brecd Came into Exist- 


ence. —

A writer, in speaking of the wild dogs of the 
Wind River mountains of North Carolina, sys: 
“These dogs are not the common wolf of the western 
prafties and mountains, They are something far 
more powerful and dangerous, Several years since 
a male Seotch staghound and a female English bull- 
dog ran away in company from Fort Washakiec, 
made their home in the mountains, and these wild 
dogs of the Upper Wind River are their savage off- 
spring, With such ancestorship how can this wild 
offspring help beiug a canine terror? To the speed 
and endurance of the Scotch steghound is united 
the ferocity ana tenacity of the English bulldog, and 
these wild dogs are evyidedtly worthy in every way 
of their origin. “Speedy, savage and stubborn, these 
animals are deterred by no pursuit, are restrained 
by no fear and are daunted by no.dificulties. They 
pursue, slay and devour; such isthe simplicity and 
efficiency of this native code of canine ethics. The 
latest exploit of these canine maranders of which 
we have any account isthe destruction of a small 
herd of bears. It appears that about two wecks ago 
about.a dozen bears of the dreaded and large silver- 
tip variefy came down from the surrounding moun- 
tains to enjoy themselves on the sunny slopes of the 
Warm Spring Basin. In the course of the day these 
bears all got togeteer, and while thus massed were 
attacked by about 109 of the wild dogs. 

The conflict was terrible, ‘The bears fought with 
all the courage and ferocity for which the siiver-tip 
is noted, but the mingled strain of staghound and 
bulldog supplied a courage and ferocity greater still, 
and at the end of half an hour every bear had died 
where he was brought to bay.

A HANGMAN’S QUESTION. 


Does the Struggling of a Suspended Person, 
After Execution, Indicate Suffering? 
From the Chicago Journal, 

The opinion was recently expressed by a 
physician that a nerson strugziing after being hang- 
ed would suffer just as long as the struggle con- 
tinued. Doctors differ. Dr. Bluthardt is of the op- 
posite opinion. ‘‘As.soon,”’ said he, ‘‘as the pres- 
sure takes p'ace upon the trachea and blood vessels 
of the neck, there is congestion of the brain, fol- 
lowed by congestion of the lungs, and insensibility 
and cessation of respiration immediately ensue. The 
congestion of the brain makes the person unecon- 
scious,’’ 

“Will he kick or struggle while in that condition 
of unconsciousness?” 

“That depends on the muscular action. If the 
spinal cord is ruptured during the fall, the 
jerking that takes place by the body falling and 
stretching the cord—usually called a fracture of the 
spine—is followed by paralysis of the entire body, in 
which case there would be no struggling. This is 
how the man ought $> be hanged. Butasto cases 
in which struggling of the body occurs, that is mere 
neryous twitching. In the battle of Lexington I 
saw & man shot With a large ball in the skull, which 
was blown right off. He ran for a distance of 250 or 
300 yards toward the field Lospital.and then fell 
He must have been dead before, or soon after, he 
began to run; but at the moment of being struck he 
had turned round toward tlie hospital, and, the 
idea of getting there being the last in his mind, had 
caused his body to take a bee line toward me, 
Hanging isthe same kind ofdeath as drowning. 
Many péople have peen taken outof the water who, 
when restored, recollected nothing that happened 
after they fellin. There have been cases, too, of 
men hanging themselves, and remaining uncon- 
scious for hours, who, afier being reinvigorate’, did 
not remember anything subsequent tothe aflixing 
of the rope or handkerchief,” 

“But if the rope should be so clumsily affixed as 
to miss the larynx and slip too near the edge of the 
chin?” 

“Then the person would probably die by suffoca- 
tion of the lungs, and congestion of the brain would 
take place any way.”’ 

“And ifthe rope be placed under -or over the 
larynx, so as to leave no space between itself and 
the neck, and the knot is fixed in the proper place 
under the ear, no pain is felt by the suspended in 
dividual after the drop has fallen, whether he kicks 
moves, siruggies or remains perfectly motionless” 

“None whatever.”’ 


INCREASE OF HEART DISEASE. 


Tobacco Not the Cause—Women More Than 
Men the Victims. 


From the New York World. 

It is an alarming fact, which has been 
brought to the attention of physiciansin this city 
in recent years, that deaths from heart disease are 
six to one as compared with what they were thirty- 
five yearsago. Nowhere has it attracted more at- 
tention than at the office of the city board of health. 
“Deaths from heart disease,’’ says Dr, MeCon- 
nell, statistician to the board, “have in- 
creased in number to a startling ex- 
tent of late years, and no. satisfactory rea- 
son can be assigned for it, except the general one 
that we live faster than we did a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago. In 1850 the proportion of deaths from heart 
disease to the total number was 1.42 per cent. In 
1965 it had increased to 2 per cent; in 1866 it was 
over 8 per cent; in 1874 it had jumped to over4 pr 
cent. It had increased more than anotherl1 per 
cent in five years from that time, and last year (1896) 
it was 6.26 pereent. These percentages are to the 
total mortality, which is the only true way to reach 
them. Itisquitea popular notion that excessive 
use of tobacco isthe aggravating cause. Tiat is 
quite readily disproved by the fact that of the total 
number of deaths from heart disease in 1885, 326 
were women, against 255 men, Of course women 
do not, as a rule, use tobacco.”’
